One hundred and fifty-four years ago, in 1795, 
when John McKee laid out the first streets of 
the town he chose to name in honor of his father, 
David, his most ambitious dream could not have 
conceived the city of nearly 60,000 people that 
now covers the hills and valleys of what were 
then timbered slopes. 

The first white settler to be taken by the 
beauty of the confluence of the Monongahela 
and the Youghiogheny Rivers was David McKee, 
who established a ferry here in 1769, six years 
before the flames broke out at Lexington which 
were to end in a blaze of freedom for a young 
republic. 

The tiny settlement expanded house by house 
and more farm land was cleared, but develop- 


Numerous churches throughout the town 
provide everyone with a place of wor- 
ship of his own choosing. , .. McKees- 
port's "Times Square” (below) where 
old timers say a spectator will see every- 
one who lives in the city pass by. 
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ment was slow until the discovery of coal in 1830. 
Twelve years later McKeesport was large enough 
to be incorporated as a borough, and its arowth 
continued until 1890 when with a population of 
20,741, it was chartered as a city, ninety-five 
years after son John had drawn his plan. Within 
the next twenty years the population was to 
double, reaching 42,694 by 1910. 

Today McKeesport is the hub of a wheel of 
communities which have spread around it, com- 
munities like Versailles, Port Vue, Dravosburg, 
White Oaks, Liberty, North and South Versailles, 
Greenock, Eden Park, Boston, and Lincoln whose 
children join those of our city in McKeesport 


High School.

THE SCHOOLS 


High on the hill overlooking downtown McKeesport, 
Tech High is “my school" to hundreds of teen-agers. 


From Shaw Avenue and George Washington 
to Tech High and Vocational High goes the 
path toward graduation. Ninth grade students 
who choose to follow vocational studies make 
"Voc their home for the next three years. 
Freshmen electing college preparatory and com- 


mercial courses come to Tech’ for the final 
years of their public school education. 

During this school year 3140 students made 
daily pilgrimages to these four buildings that 
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together are McKeesport High School. At 
Shaw Avenue were enrolled 410 pupils; at 
George Washington, 430; at Vocational, 600; 
at Tech High, 1700. From these buildings this 
June go nearly 800 graduates, taking with them 
the experiences of four crowded years into the 
factory, the college, the hospital, the home, the 
store, the office, into the community . . . and into 
adult life. 
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Once the only high school in 
the city, Shaw Avenue build- 
ing still serves the school pub- 
lic after almost fifty years. . . 
Its companion for housing the 
ninth grade is the George 
Washington building whose 
severe facade belies the 
warmth within.

Principal of the High School, Dr. Howard C. 
McElroy, and his assistant, Mr. John S. Mc- 
Featers, direct a school with 1700 pupils and 74 
teachers. Joining the system in 1921, both men 
have been with the McKeesport Schools for 
twenty-eight years. Dr. McElroy taught French 
unti! 1929 when he became principal of George 
Washington School. In 1935 he was named 
assistant principal of the High School, and then 
principal in 1939, upon the retirement of Mr. 
John F. Bower. Mr. McFeaters taught math- 
ematics until 1927, and was principal of Fifth 
Avenue School for two years and of Centennial 
School for six years. In 1935 he became prin- 
cipal of George Washington School, and in 1939 
assistant principal of the High School. 
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Since its doors were opened to students in 
september, 1940, the Vocational School has 
been in charge of Mr. Frank J. Weigle.
